OUR WASHINGTON LETTER.

THE MAINE REFLECTIONS ON

OUR UNCIVILIZED MANAGEMENT OF OUR

CIVIL IT WRONGS THE

AND THE NATION.

From our Regular Correspondent.
The news from Maine has created a con-

siderable panic among the in
Washington, and the panic was no doubt
extended to every Federal office-hold- in
the country. The number of office hold-

ers, of all grades, throughout the Union
may be stated iu round numbers as one
hundred thousand, and, estimating that
each one has dependent upon him for sup-
port fire persons, a change in tbe national
administration will throw a half million
ot persons out of house and home, and re-

duce the larger number of them to a state
of actual waut. The time will come when
the American people will look back with
horror to their permitting or authorizing
the agony of suspense and anxiety, in
which lens of thousands of persons In their
employ pass tbe six months previous to the
Presidential election. The mere barbarity
of the thing, even if it worked no injury
to the State, ought to condemn it in the
eyes of any christian, or even civilized
people. No government which allows an
efficient aud upnght servant to be tortured
before every election, in order to make the
politician's game more exciting, oucht in
our day to call itself enlightened. But if
the injury to private interests will lie
great the injury to public interests will be
incalcuable. What great house, mercan-
tile or manufacturing, could survive the
discharge of all its skilled and tried as.
sistants, and their replacement by those
who are utterly without experience, anil
whohave no natural oreducutional qualifica-
tion for the intrinsic work to be performed.
There is no reason why the immense civil
service of th. United iiales should not- be
conducted on plain business principles,
and that tbe tenure of office should be as
stable as in the army and navy. The conn,
try would actually suffer less frotu a com-

plete change ot rank and tile in the mili-

tary and naval services with every political
change in the administration, than it will
sutler from a change in tho civil service.
Our military and tiiivtil services aro insig-
nificant in comparison with our civil ser-

vice, and the duties of the former require
no more in the way of special adaptation,
study, and technical skill than the latter.
It is easier, any time, to pick out from the
masses a guod liuiiau lighter than one
qualified mentally, morally and education-
ally for the responsible, clerical and

work that is required in the land
ofilce; in the patent office; in the customs,
revenue, and pension bureaus; iu the man-

agement of forty thousand post offices
in short , throughout au immense service,
affecting, directly or indirectly, the busi-

ness interests of fifty millions of the most
progressive people in the world. The
Jacksouian motto in politics to the victors
belong the spoils would long since have
wrecked us had it not been for our won-

derful progress in wealth and prosperity,
and, since the immense increase of our
civil service, every change of the adminis-
tration must bo attended with daubers
similar to thoso of a revolution.
